Tue first attempt at compiling a List of Dental Works 
occurs in Mewes Magazin fiir Aerzte, published in Leipzig in 
1793 ; the next, as an Appendix to Fitch’s ‘System of Dental 
Surgery,” New York, 1829. Lists were also published in the 
works of Maury, of France; Linderer and Carabelli, of Ger- 
many, and Goddard, of the United States. All these were 
written prior to 1851. In that year Dr. Robt. Arthur, of 
Baltimore, read a “‘ Report on American Dental Literature ”’ 
before the American Academy of Dental Science, which was 
afterwards published in the American Journal of Dental Science. 
In 1876 Dr. J. E. Dexter, of New York, read a paper on ~ 
‘t American Dental Literature’ before the American Academy 
of Dental Science, which was embodied with and published in 
his ‘‘ History of Dental and Oral Science in America.” Mr. 
Oakley Coles, of London, read an address on Dental Literature 
before the Odontological Society of Great Britain, in 1882. 
This address was supplemented by a list of dental books, 
journals, transactions, etc., and was published in the Trans- 
actions of the society. No attempt, however, to compile and 
issue a complete and exhaustive Dental Bibliography has here- 
tofore been made, the present work being the pioneer in this 
field. 

It will be observed, by those familiar with dental literature, 
that dental journals, journal articles, and papers read before 
dental societies have not been included in the compilation. In 
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explanation it is proper to state that another work isinhand ~

devoted exclusively to their classification. In the present volume 
the effort has been to catalogue only the titles of dental books, 
dissertations, and theses published independently. It is proba- 
ble that some reprints of journal articles or society papers have 
been inadvertently included, but the purpose was as above 
indicated. 

In conclusion, sincere thanks are tendered for the valuable 
aid given by Dr. J. W. White, of Philadelphia; Dr. J. S. 
Billings, Librarian Surgeon General's Office, Washington, D. 
C.; Drs. F. Abbott, C. F. W. Boedecker, M. L. Chaim, and
